And never have 
our would-be leaders dealt with a 
more analytical voter's attitude. 

John Smith, average Canadian, is 
today amazingly well informed in 
the matter of good government. 
Four years of incessant economic 
crises have made every man his own 
statistician. Four years of crushing 
tax burdens and of helping his less 
fortunate neighbor carry on have 
emphsized the urgent need for a 
more scientific and more fairly dis- 
tributed division of responsibility in 
maintaining the affairs of state.

If you are a producer, your taxes 
will) be decreased’rather increased. 
But if your job in life consists mere- 
ly of clipping coupons and endors- 
ing dividend cheques, the suggest- 
ed New Deal has unpleasant aspects. 

The suggested New Deal does not 
confine itself solely to Canada's in- 
ternal - problems. The Dominion 
fashions a whip hand over unruly 
nations in the cause of interriational 
peace: Denial of Canadian credit 
and export shipments in the event 
of hostilities -- a threat with -for- 
midable teeth in it when one - con- 
siders that Canada controls 80 per 
cent of the world’s supp’y of nickel, 
most indispensable of all armament 
metals.

Ploughing The Ocean Bed 


Deep Furrows Required To Protect 
Cable From Accidents 

It’s not quite spring yet, but just 
the same they’ve been doing a bit 
of ploughing out on the Atlantic. 
And it’s not the ploughing of the 
waves that the poets like to write 
about, either. 

No, this is real honest-to-goodness 
ploughing, with a real plough digging 
into real earth and turning up a 
clean, straight furrow that would de- 
light a farmer’s heart, To tell the 
truth, it goes the farmer one better, 
because our plough does the planting, 
too, and covers up the furrow again 
when it’s through. 

The planting has been going on 
far below the surface, on the At- 
lantic’s rough bottom. Submarine 
cable is what they’ve been planting 
—or laying—100 miles to the south- 
west of Ireland, and already 20 miles 
of it have been laid down. 

The horse, so to speak, in this new 
form of ploughing is the good ship 
Lord Kelvin, a cable steamer, which 
was moved from Halifax to England 
this year to conduct experiments and 
deep-sea cable-laying. 

The idea is to bury the cables so 
they will be safe from the trawls of 
And here's 


how they go about it. 

Three-quarters of a mile behind the 
Lord Kelvin, the plough is dragged. 
As it negotiates the ridges and de- 
pressions of the ocean bed, it cuts 
out a trench 18 Inches deep. Cable 
is fed into the trench and then earth 
fs scraped back over it. 

Result, the cable is protected so 
effectively the Lord Kelvin has been 
able to dig it out only once out of 20 
attempts. Which would not appear 
to give the trawlers much chance, 

The innovation is expected to cut 
down the damage caused by the 
trawls and effect a heavy saving. 
One company alone spends around 
$250,000 yearly in repairing its cables.

Experiment Being Made In Germany 
By State Railway 

Welded rails are being used in tests 
being made by the German State 
Railway to determine whether they 
can be used at high rates of speed 
and whether they cause any bad 
effects to the trains.

Mail For Craig Harbor 


Stamp Collectors Patronize Empire’s 
Most Northerly Post Office 

Most northerly post-office in the 
British Empire, the little settlement 
of Craig Harbor, Ellesmere Island, in 
the Arctic twilight has perhaps the 
greatest per capita postal turnover 
in the world. 

Craig Harbor’s residential section 
consists of dwellings which house a 
total of two Eskimo families. It’s 
downtown, or business district is the| 
combination store, bunk-house and 
post-office administered by two offic- 
ers of the R.C.M.P, 

Hundreds of letters find their way 
to the little shack, They all come 
by the Hudson’s Bay boat Nascopie 
which once a year steers its cautious 
way~through ice-studded waters to 
reach the tiny settlement, near the 
76th parallel of north latitude. 

The police officer who acts as post- 
master on this one gala day of the 
year learned long ago what the great 
influx of letters means. Inside near- 
ly every envelope he finds a return 
address and a stamped “cover” with 
a veiled request that he place a can- 
cellation stamp where the lettering 
will be easily discernible. 

With patience and dexterity he seta 
to work so that eager stamp collec- 
tors down south may receive their 
boomerang letters with that valuable 
addition—the cancellation stamp of 
the most northerly post office in the 
empire.

Little Journeys In Science 


THE ELECTRON 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Electricity is one of man’s most 
useful servants and has added much 
to our bodily comforts. Some years 
ago scientists began to, wonder as to 
the nature of electricity. It is only 
within the last thirty years that the 
electron theory has been developed. 
In 1891, a scientist, G. Johnstone 
Stoney, suggested the name electron 
for the natural unit of electricity. The 
modern scientist believes that nega- 
tive electricity consists of electrons 
and it has been shown that it takes 
1845 electrons to weigh as much as 
one hydrogen atom. It is usually con- 
sidered by scientists that matter is 


| granular and electrical in nature. 


There is very convincing evidence to 
prove that the hydrogen atom is 
made up of one positive electron 
called a proton and one negative 
electron, which is usually called the 
electron. 

What is called an electric current 
is now believed to be simply a fio' 
of electrons through a wire; and it 
considered that good conductors of 
electricity such as gold, silver and 
copper, have a good many electrons 
loosely held. In the case of non- 
conductors, it seems that there are 
few free electrons. 

When a glass rod is rubbed with 
silk, the negative charge taken on by 
the silk is due to the fact that some 
free electrons are rubbed off the 
glass; while the glass, having lost 
electrons, takes on a positive charge. 
In géneral, it is assumed that a neu- 
tral body takes on a positive charge 
when it loses electrons, and a nega- 
tive charge when it gains electrons. 

Lightning can also be explained by 
means of the electron theory. Elec- 
trons, or charged molecules. of air, 
serve as nuclei around which mois- 
ture of the air may condense. In 
time the droplets grow in size until 
they fall as rain-drops, and it ap- 
pears that they carry down large 
numbers of stray electrons, the final 
result being that a very great poten- 
tial is developed, followed by the pas- 
sage or a “bolt” between the cloud 
and the earth,

Receives New Titles 
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Prince Of Wales Has Three Added 
To Long List 


The Prince of Wales received the 
most extravagant New Year's gift 
of his life when King George made 
him an Admiral of the Fleet; a Gen- 
eral of the Army and Chief Marshal 
of the Air Force at the same time. 

The award of three such honors to 
the same person at the same time 
was unusual and many theories are 
being advanced to account for it. 
Some who take an interest in the 
private lives of royalty suggested 
that the Prince must have promised 
to settle down and marry in the 
coming year and that the King was 
showering him with honors in return. 
Others thought the King had simply 
taken another opportunity to show 
his affection for his eldest son, who 
is one day to beconie ruler of the 
‘BAitish Empire. 

In any event the Prince will ascend 
the throne with virtually all the 
secular titles any Briton can hope to 
have. He is already a duke, an earl, 
‘a baron, a colonel of seventeen regi- 
ments, an officer of half a dozen 
orders of chivalry, a Knight of the 
Garter, a Knight of the Thistle and 
Master of the Merchant Navy and 
Fishing Fleet. It will be nothing un- 
usual for him to find himself sudden- 
ly Emperor of India and Defender of 
the Faith when he becomes King.

As To When First Appendicitis Oper- 
ation Was Performed 

The first operation for appendicitis 
was performed fifty-two years ago in 
Davenport, Iowa, by Dr. William W. 
Grant. 

‘-Or-was it? 

That handy little volume, “Famous 
First Facts,” says so on one page, 
and .on the very. next page raises 
dispute with itself by saying: 

“It is also claimed that the first 
appendicitis operation was performed 
by Dr. R. J. Hall, Dr. Sand’s assist- 
ant, at Roosevelt Hospital, New York, 
in May, 1886.” 

‘Who's Who in American Medicine” 
gives Dr. Grant credit for the first 
“successful” appendectomy, but the 
date given is January 4, 1885—that 
would be an even half century ago. 

Dr. Iago Galdston, of the New 
York Academy of Medicine, usually 
called on by the papers to solve such 
perplexities, had more “first” dates 
to offer. 

France, according to his records, 
put forth a claim to the first appendi- 
citis operation in 1759, 

The first record of the operation in 
England was one performed by Dr. 
James Parkinson—one of the most 
notable physicians of ‘his time—in 
1812. But that one wasn’t success- 
ful. The patient died.

Religious leaders do not figure 
prominently in the news about the 
Derby, the St. Leger or the Cesare- 
witch. The thing happens so rare- 
ly, in fact, as to constitute the dis- 
tinction of just one person in the 
British Empire. He is The Aga 
Khan, and the picturesque name be- 
longs to a colorful individual. Lon- 
don reports speak of a peerage about 
to be conferred on him. 

Whenever the papers in this coun- 
try mention The Aga Khan they are 
careful to identify him as “the spirit- 
ual leader of millions of Mohamme- 
dans in Asia and Africa.’ He is the 
head of the Ismailite sect, being des- 
cended from Fatima, daughter of 
Mohammed and wife of Ali, As such 
his influence is great in the Moslem 
world and it has been steadily exert- 
ed on the side of Great Britain. Some 
of his ancestors ruled as caliphs of 
Egypt. In another direction he is 
descended from the ancient kings of 
Persia. He goes back to Darius, 
Xerxes, and beyond. 

He is the most cosmopolitan per- 
sonage in the world to-day. For this 
spiritual leader of millions of Mos- 
lems is usually depicted in the act of 
leading in the winner at one of the 
big English races. In 1930 he won 
the Derby with Blenheim. He is the 
husband of one of the ten best 
dressed women in the world. He 
married her a few years agé when 
she was a young Parisian milliner. 
He lives most of the time in France 
and England, but when he goes to 
India the Faithful adore in him the 
successor of the martyred All.—

Recalls Hard Journey 


Calgary Man Walked To West Sixty 
Years Ago 


Cc. J. “Con” Duggan, at 90, recalls| 


how he. walked to western Canada 
from northern Ontario 60 years ago. 

Wading. through creeks and mus- 
keg, tormented by blackflies and mos- 
quitoes and practically without food, 
he arrived at Fort Garry, now Win- 
nipeg, 29 days after leaving Thunder 
Bay, at the head of the lakes. 

He travelled the “Dawson route,” 
made famous by Col. Wolseley'’s 
journey to quell the Red river rebel- 
lion in 1870, and used only once after 
Duggan's historic journey. He still 
has the ticket for which he paid $10. 
On it is inscribed: 

“Red river route, No, 241, depart- 
ment of public works, Canada. De- 
pot: Thunder Bay, L.S., June 17, 
1874. 

“Good to C. J. Duggan for one 
passage from Thunder Bay to *Fort 
Garry. (Signed) M. J. Carpenter 
and Co.” 

The party, consisting of 26 persons, 
had two teams and wagons, but this 
means of transportation was only 
sufficient for their baggage. 


Value Of Good Reading 


Character Of Children Formed By 
Properly Selected Books 


The children’s library is a safe- 
guard against many undesirable at- 
tractions offered to juveniles, Canon 
Allan P. Shatford said in an address 
at Montreal. The “funnies” and the 
films had their place, the speaker de- 
clared, but the child brought up on 
these would never develop the type 
of personality fostered by the read- 
ing of properly selected hooks. 

One of the most valuable featur2s 
of the library system, [anon Shat- 
ford believed, was the voluntary 
character of the reading, which had 
a lasting effect. 

Compulsory reading was soon for- 
gotten. The reason many people dis- 
liked the Bible was they had been 
compelled to read it in childhood, “If 
you waht to condemn a book,’’ he 
added, ‘just compel a child to read it. 
I am satisfied that in the long run 
these libraries will have a greater 
effect on a child's life than anything 
he is obliged to do in day school.”

“Sikeiag shes “World Tousther Again. 


A new book recently issued under the title ‘Courage For To-day” begins 
with a little story that has a lot of meaning in it. A man-gave his small 
son @ very elaborate jig-saw puzzle. It had been made by tearing a map of 
the world into little pieces. In a short time the child reported that the pic- 
ture of he world was all put together. ‘How could you have done it so 
fast?" asked the father in amazement. “Oh, it was easy,’’ answered the 
child. “You see, there was a picture of a man on the other side. When 1 
put him together, the world was put together, too.” 

Men, and parties, and governments are all trying to put this old world 
together again. The number of plans and theories and policies advocated as 
the only way in which this gigantic task can be accomplished are beyond 
computation or classification. Speeches teem with suggestions of all kinds, 
newspaper and magazine articles flow in an uninterrupted stream from the 
printing presses, books are piled upon books, all presenting the speaker's or 
writer's idea of the particular thing that must be done. To-day’s brilliant 
suggestion is completely destroyed by to-morrow’s conribution until prac- 
tically all of us are in a fog. 

Men of prominence, leaders of their felow men, change their views over 
night and to-day are found denouncing that which they vigorously upheld 
and championed yesterday; whole nations almost in the twinkling of an eye 
abandon policies and forms of government which for scores of years, even 
centuries, have been accepted as traditionally sound and wise. One group 
declares that mankind must retrace its steps backward to the tribal com- 
munal state and so they declare for Communism. Another group says man 


’ must be deprived of those personal liberties won by him through centuries 


of struggle and must be regimented, controlled and ordered like privates in 


,&n army and be made to surrender all hope or right to profit above a 


standard form of living which may result from his individual initiative and 
efforts,‘and this group declares~for State Socialism. A third group holds 
these other groups to be all wrong and adheres to the view that man is in- 
capable of self-government, that democracy is an abject failure, and that 
only a selected few are wise enough, strong enough, capable enough to 
govern and that they should take full control into their hands, and retain it 
by force if and when necessary, and impose their will and ideas upon all 
others. They declare for Fascism and dictatorship. 

Each and all of these groups fail to recognize and learn the simple 
lesson which the small boy with his jig-saw puzzle so quickly demonstrated, 
namely, that if man himself is made right the world itself will be righted. 
Business in the hands of dishonest men will be dishonest business, and its 
mere transfer from private to governmental control, whether Democratic, 
Communist, Socialist or Fascist, will not make business honest. There has 
been as much, if not more, graft and corruption, and just as many mistakes 
made, if, indeed, not more, under governments as there have been in public 
business. Private business has corrupted and bedevilled governments, but, 
so too, have governments corrupted, bedevilled and destroyed private busi- 
ness and made huge and costly blunders. In fact, governments> ‘supported, 
even driven by their people, are more responsible for the present ills of the 
world than is private business as now constituted. 

And who is responsible? Many an honest business man has been forced 
to adopt unethical, even dishonest practices, because his customers have de- 
manded it of him. The same is true of high principalled men entrusted 
with the duties and ‘responsibilities of government. A government adopts a 
policy in the general public interest, it imposes a tax for the necessary pur- 
poses of government, and the average man and woman cudgel their brains 
to devise ways and means of evading the tax and escaping their responsi- 
bilities, One person smuggles to escape paying Customs duties, another 
Swears to a false affidavit to ‘avoid paying a gasoline tax, still another 
“doctors” an income tax return, and so it goes. 

Completely changing the system will not effect a cure; it is man him- 
self who must change. It is the human factor that is wrong, and until it ig 
made right there will continue to be dishonesty and wrongs no matter what 
the system may be, and the larger the degree of power placed in the hands 
of a few the greater the wrongs will be because the greater the power the 
greater the opportunity for evil, and because the possession of power always 
leads to the grasping for more power regardless of the methods whereby 
it may be obtained, 

Governments are created to govern a country; not to usurp the rights 
and destroy the liberties of the people. People should control and direct 
their governments; not the government control and direct the people. It is 
the duty and responsibility of governments to check and control the dis- 
honest and eliminate wrongs and abuses imposed by individuals or groups 
of individuals upon others, That is the function of governments acting in 
the interests of all, but it is not a proper government function to interfere 
with or usurp the rights of individuals in the proper ordering of their own 
lives and in the carrying on of their legitimate occupations. 

The inalienable rights of man are life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
_— Life is more than money and business; liberty is much more than 

a regimented mode of existence and a stated standard of living; the pursuit 
of happiness must be left to the individual otherwise he ‘cannot be happy. 
God conferred on man @ mind and will of his own, and man must work out 
his own salvation, and, aided by such institutions as he may himself devise 
and set up to assist him, through education and otherwise, rise to higher 
things and nobler conceptions, , 

Politicians, financiers, economists, social workers,—all must come to a 
realization and acceptance of the fact demonstrated by the small boy’s jig- 
saw puzzle, namely, that the speediest way to put this old world together 
again is to put man himself together as a Divine Creator intended him to be.

So severe was the harm 
done to crops last summer that ordin- 
ary seed might carry as many as 40 
wild oats to the pound and the as- 
sociation discussed the lowering of 
germination percentage required in 
registered seed. 

Unless some reduction was allowed 
in the germination percentage re- 
quired for registered oats, much of 
this high-grade sced might fail to 
make the grade and the pure seed 
touched by the frost fall into the 
common class, it was pointed out. 
Aaithorities have suggested lowering | 
the required germination to 80 per 
cent. for No. 1, 75 per cent. for No.| 
2, and 65 per cent. for No. 3, the 
same percentages as for commercial | 
seed. The matter was left to the 
C.S.G.A, executive.

It is understood 
that this fund will be devoted to the 
campaign against cancer in Canada, 
and that, by special permission of 
His Majesty, it will be named ‘The 
King George V. Silver Jubilee Can- 
cer Fund for Canada’.”

To seéure a store in the Palmer 


| House, Chicago, one must not only

isfy the owner of the property. This 


; is perhaps one of the oddest lease 
| transactions which have come to 


light in recent years. Every mer- 
chant who. obfains a store in the 
Palmer House, it is understood, will 
have to agree to advertise. These 
leases are arranged on a percentage 
rental, based on the gross business of 
the tenant. The more business the 
merchant does the more rental he 
will pay. To make sure that the ten- 
ant will do a maximum businegg, the 
Palmer House agents have hit on the 


idea of advertising and in the lease 


signed last week the renter has 
agreed to spend a percentage of the 
earnings of his business for n¢ws- 
paper advertising. None but an ag- 
gressive merchant will agree to this 
form of lease. 


Will Last Indefinitely 


Pension Scheme For Titanic Sufferers 
Still In Existence 


It is 22 years since the Titanic 
was wrecked and the London news- 
papers report that 276 persons are 
still getting relief from the fund that 
was started in 1912. This Mansion 
House Fund totalled £415,212, and the 
annual disbursements vary from £15,- 
000 to £20,000. A large number of 
the beneficiaries were children or old 
people. Many of the latter have since 
died and the children have grown up, 
yet the pensions continue. In theory, 
the aim of the administrators is that 
the last beneficiary shall receive the 
last money available on his or her 
deathbed, but the fund will cover, if 
necessary, the next 50 years, almost 
three-quarters of a century after the 
tragedy. This seems to -be another 
proof that when a pension scheme is 
.| started, theré is no end to it.—Mont- 
real Gazette. 


Something Can Be Done 


Several Ways Motor Car Accidents 
Could Be Reduced - 

Reports of the 1934 motor car 
casualties indicate that between 35,- 
000 and 36,000 persons were killed 
and nearly a million were injured in 
900,000 accidents. The figures are 
like those of war.

Death Rate Shown To Be Much 
Lower Among The Benedicts 

It’s the married man—not the 
bachelor—who lives longest. 

Not only lives longest, but is less 
likely to do his living in the poor 
house. 

Professor Edwin 8S. Burdell, of the 
department of*economics and social 
science at Massachusettq Institute of 
Technology, is author of those ob- 
servations—those and a few more. 

For instance, Professor Burdell 
tells us fewer married men commit 
crimes and fewer go insane. 

The death rate, he says, is much 
lower among married men than un- 
married, and the “insurance risk is 
less for the married than the single. 

“Marriage is the best insurance in 
the world—insurance against crime, 
insanity, poverty, and premature 
death. The bachelor hasn't the social 
responsibility of the married man. 
As a rule} he is answerable only to 
himself. Therefore,~ when he. is 
tempted to commit crime there is 
not the deterrent of thought of con- 
sequences.”

More Healthy Conditions Of Life And 
Games Believed To Be The Cause 
A woman is believed to have the 

biggest feet in Britain. . 
She lives at Durham—and she 

takes size 21 in shoes—the same size 

as Primo Carnera, the boxer. 

Her shoes are 16% inches long 
and they have to be made on special 
lasts. The toe part alone is nearly 
five inches long. . ° 

But this woman does not hold the 
world record for big feet. That is 
held by a 15-year-old boy who lives 
at St. Louis, U.S.A. He takes shoes 
size 35. 

Locally known as the “boy moun- 
tain,” he stands nearly eight feet 
high and weighs 25 stone 12 Ibs. 

Meanwhile the average size of 
women's feet is getting larger, ac- 
cording to a London shoe specialist. 

It is now quite usual for 13-year- 
old schoolgirls to take sizes 6 or 7 
while their mothers take size 4. 

More healthy conditions of life and 
games ere believed to be the causes 
of girls’ feet becoming larger. Among 
boys there is no appreciable increase 
in size over pre-war figures. 

Big feet usually mean _ strong 
ankles—which are essential for good 
skating—so if the present craze for 
ice skating continues women will not 
mind if their feet grow larger. 


Eclipse Of The Sun 


In 1935 There Will Be Seven Eclipses 
Of The Sun And Moon 


Seven eclipses of the sun and moon, 
an unusually large number, take place 
in 1935. Two will be visible in-Can- 
ada and the United States. 

The first of these is a partial 
eclipse of the sun on February 3. 
At maximum, seven tenths of the 
sun’s diameter will be covered by the 
moon’s shadow, enough to chill the 
air and turn the sunlight temporarily 
—greenish-yellow. 

This maximum shadow will cover 
the United States west of the 
Rockies, and nearly half of western 
Canada. In the rest of the United 
States and Canada it will be less, a 
smoked glass spectacle. 

The second eclipse visible in Can- 
ada and the United States will come 
on July 16, a total eclipse of the 
moon. 

“There will be this year the rare 
happening of the maximum number 
of eclipses that can occur in one 


The provision of medical care for 
the inhabitants of the North- 
west Territories is a responsibility of 
the, Dominion t..

is thousands of miles along the Arctic 
coast of the Dominion, in fair 
weather and in foul, government 
‘medical officers bring their healing 
art to the aid of our Eskimo citizens, 
while thland, Indians, half-breeds and 
indigent whites are also given medi- 
eal aid. Winter and summer patrols 
of hundreds of miles are not unusual 
and nearly every mode of transport 
known to the north country—aero- 
plane, steamboat, motor boat, canoe, 
and dog-sled—has been used to ex- 
tend the service. 

In all eight doctors are employed 
in this work. Dr. J. A. Urquhart, 
stationed at Aklavik in the delta of 
the Mackenzie river, is Canada’s 
farthest north practitioner, while the 
other doctors are stationed as fol- 
lows: Dr. A. G. MacKinnon, at 
Pangnirtung, Baffin island; Dr. J. M. 
Morrow, at Fort Smith; Dr. L. D. 
Livingstone, at Chfésterfield- on the 
west coast of Hudson bay; Dr. T. O. 
Byrnes, at Cameron Bay, Great Bear 
lake; Dr. C. Bourget, at Resolution, 
Great Slave lake; Dr. P. W. Head, 
at Good Hope, on the’ Mackenzie 
river; and Dr, W. A. M. Truesdell, at 
Simpson, near the junction of the 
Liard and Mackenzie rivers. 

As the department primarily re- 
sponsible for the administration, in- 
cluding the care of the Eskimos, of 
Canada’s vast northern possessions, 
the Department of the Interior_of 
which Hon. Thomas G. Murphy is 
minister, contributes a major portion 
of the cost of maintaining doctors 
in the Far North. That this work 
among the Eskimos is bearing fruit 
is shown by the reports of the doc- 
tors stationed in what is termed Es- 
kimo territory. While civilization has 
brought many benefits to these na- 
tives, its-contact with these happy 
and hospitable people has also result- 
ed in a number of ill effects. Al- 
though a healthy and. organically 
sound race, the Eskimos are serious- 
ly susceptible to ailments which 
ordinarily cause white people only 
minor discomforts.

“Defective Teeth 


Scientists Find Trouble Comes As 
Aftermath Of Severe Rickets 


A new clue to causes of faulty 
todth development, showing defective 
teeth often are an aftermath of 
severe rickets, the bone disease of 
childhood, was reported by the chil- 
dren's bureau at Washington. 

Scientists of the bureau, in exam- 
ining two groups of children, one of 
which had had severe rickets in 
earlier years, and another which had 
been practically free of the disease, 
found “many more defective teeth 
among the children who had been 
rickets victims. 

The study proved some defects in 
development of teéth can be greatly 
lessened and usually prevented by 
giving childrn frequent sun baths and 
plenty of cod liver oil when they are 
at the ricket age, the scientists said.

Valuable On Account Of Mineral 
And Protein Content | 


In the field of livestock feeding 
fish meal has proven a rich source of | 
nutrients. It is fed particularly for 
its protein and mineral content, and 
the percentage of these ingredients 
determines its value. There are three 
factors which have retarded the more 
widespread use of fish meal, says the | 
Fish Meal and Oils Bulletin, just | 
{ssued by the Dominion department | 
of agriculture. First, there is its | 
rather high price in comparison with 
the price of other feeds; second, the 
lack of ‘definite information regard- 
ing its use; and third, a variability in 
the product, ' 

The feeding of fish meal has bee 
confined largely to swine but it has 
also been used successfully for dairy

Animals play games of their own 
invention, as children do. Most young 
animals are exceedingly fond of “tug- 
of-war.” Young foxes are particu- 
larly addicted to this form of sport, 
pulling against one another with 
might and main, and every dog lover 
has seen terriers doing the same 
thing. Otters are'fond of ‘shootin 
the chute” down a slope already we'll 
worn by generations of “shooters.” 
Naturalists say that badgers play

In the Mackenzie River area it was 
not uncommon for ninety per cent. of 
the cases treated at the mission hos- 
pitals to be due to wrong feeding 
during the spring muskrat season. 
This has been almost entirely cor- 
rected. 

By the setting aside of preserves 
for the use of the native population 
‘only, the Eskimos are being encour- 
aged to follow as much as possible 
their natural pursuits. Every effort 
is béing made to have them continue 
their hunting of the seal and cari- 
bou so that the necessary proportion 
of fats so necessary to meet the 
rigours of the far northern winters 
may be maintained. Thus the ill 
effects of too great a dependence on 
white man’s foods are being counter- 
acted. In other ways the health of 
the natives is being safeguarded and 
improved through the watchfulness 
of the Department of the Interior, 
the benefits being derived from the 
Eskimo's contact with civilization are 
preserved and any harmful effects 
overcome or avoided.
